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SIFTING THE CRAP FROM THE CO- OP: SLEDGING THE WEDGE PT. 2 


“You may have read in the Séptember'30"""the Wedge becaus 


issue of City Pages that the Mall of America of 
co-ops in Minneapolis, the Wedge, is abit upset 
about our criticism of their squeaky-clean new 
store in the last issue of P.E. Hell, they even 
wentso faras toimply thatwe're to blame for the 
recent spate of “vandalism” that has afflicted 
their happy new home in an open letter they 
wrote under the umbrella group Twin Cities 
Natural Food Co-ops. Needless to say, the 
Wedge’s implicating P.E. with their “creative 
redecorating” problemsis notonly a thinly veiled 
attempt to get under our skin (we wonder what 
story they gave tothe pigs, too?), italsodeflects 
attention from the real point of our criticism: the 
Wedge doesn't deserve to be called a “coommu- 
nity co-op" because it is a hierarchical, 
antidemocratically managed institution whose 
organization runs against the spirit and history 
of cooperatives. 

Alotof folks have been asking us, “What's 
the big deal about the Wedge? Ain't they at 
least better than Rainbow?" In terms of selling 
better food, supporting organic farmers, etc., 
yes, the Wedge is better than Rainbow. How- 
ever, there are other places where you can buy 
better food and support organic farmers. Our 
pointisn't to pit the Wedge against Rainbow, it's 
to pit the Wedge against the radical history of 
co-ops and see how it stacks up. It's when the 
focus falls on politics, not food, that the Wedge 
fails miserably, and furthermore, as much as 
Wedge general manager Dan “we promote 
food rather than politics" Foley would like to 
make you believe, you simply cannot separate 
food from politics, especially in North America. 

Politically speaking, is the Wedge really a 
“community co-op?” They claim to have a 
membership of over 1000 households from all 
over Minnesota, but how exactly do you be- 
come a member of the Wedge? Well, as one 
worker told me over the phone, all you have to 
do is “write a check and fill out a form.” Unlike 
the traditional way of becoming a member of a 
co-op— volunteering a certain number of hours 
a month and receiving a discount according to 
how much you work — Wedge membership 
involves making a “stock purchase” of $80 
(which can be made in four easy payments, we 
are assured). Whatdo you get for yourmoney? 
Not much. Members can take advantage of 
monthly in-store discounts ona selectfew items 
and every other month they get a coupon worth 
a 10% discount on one shopping trip (up to 
$75). There is no discount for volunteering at 


volunteers. In lieu of workers’ discounts mem- 
bers are supposed to receive “patronage re- 
funds” every year according to how much they 
spend at the Wedge. 

It doesn't take a deep mind to realize that 
the Wedge's membership policy's benefit up- 
per class shoppers. Forking out $80 — evenin 
four payments — for the privilege of a 10% 
discount every other month isn’t that enticing to 
the struggling shopper, and “patrongage re- 
funds” that are based on the amount of money 
you spend at the Wedge obviously means that 
the richer clientele who can afford to spend 
more money at the Wedge will receive greater 
dividends. So much for a “community” co-op! 
The funny thing is that the Wedge distributes 
these “patronage refunds” only after the “busi- 
ness needs” of the co-op are met, and by their 
own admission in the TCNFC letter to 


Powderhorn they've only issued refunds in two ~. 


of the last four years. Furthermore, sources 
have toldus that no one is going to be receiving 
patronage funds this year, either. 

Volunteer work is at the core of the con- 
cept of a co-op, and the Wedge’s thin substitu- 
tion of “patronage refunds” for workers’ dis- 
counts makes the Wedge little more than a 
buying club for the socially concerned/New Age 
middle class, selling tofu and “organic beef" in 
lieu of tires or 128 oz. cans of pork & beans. 

However, the lack of volunteering oppor- 
tunities is the least of the Wedge's 
antidemocratic practices. The single most im- 
portant concept of cooperatives is democratic 
organization. Nowadays, unfortunately, “demo- 
cratic operation” of co-ops usually only means 
that the Board of Directors are elected by co-op 
members. These Boards make bigger deci- 
sions involving the co-op and its future, but as. 
in the case of the Wedge, the day-to-day opera- 
tions are managed anything but democrati- 
cally. The Wedge, like most any other corpora- 
tion in America, has a top-down hierarchical 
organization structure: a general manager, 
department managers, lowly workers, etc. One 
key difference between “co-ops" like the Wedge 
and co-ops like Powderhom is that while in both 
cases the Board is elected “democratically,” 
only in Powderhorn's (and North Country's) 
case is the actual day-to-day operations run 
democratically andnonhierarchically, with each 
worker having egual say in the running of the 
co-op. Tous, this is what democratic organiza- 
tion is about, and we find it laughable that a co- 











are Spoed ci 
no say in decisions made about their work- 
place, and are generally discouraged from or- 
ganizing amongst themselves. 

The point that Mr. Foley doesn't seem to 
get is that it's not just the products being sold 
thatcounts, the organizationof the enterprise is 
justas important, as we've tried to emphasize 
over and over again in this magazine. That's 
Why we interviewed Powderhorn Co-op: they 
are an example of a co-op that not only sells 
better food than a Rainbow and supports or- 
ganic farmers, it also supports workplace de- 
mocracy and nonhierarchical forms of eco- 
nomic and political organization. This is why, 
when stacked up to places like Powderhorn or 
North Country — real co-ops — the Wedge and 
other consumer co-ops fail miserably, and this 
is why we stick it to the Wedge. They claim to

businesses with the same ert sed one is 
run democratically and nonhierarchically and 
the other isn't, we're going to promote the 
democratic one. As Powderhorn Co-op's writ- 
ten response tothe Wedge/TCNFC letter states, 
“Food cooperatives are but one attempt at 
giving form and substance to democracy... We 
attempt to extend democracy into as many 
spheres of our community’s life as possible. 
This includes but is not limited to collective 
management of the workplace, mutual aid of 
other democratic and community institutions, 
and multiple forms of member participation 
beyond mere eco-consumerism.” Now that's 
anarchy. 

We also wantto makeitperfectly clear that 
we are notcriticizing Wedge workers but rather 
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SINKING THE SHIPS 
FIGHTING COLUMBUS, FIGHTING FASCISTS 


We all know that this is the five hundredth 
anniversary of Columbus landing in the Caribbean 
and that the celebrations of Columbus’ exploits are 
really nothing more than celebrations of genocide, 
slavery, colonialism, exploitation and oppression. 
Native peoples know it, African Americans know it, 
we knowit, and every left-leaning paper or magazine 
on this continent knows it. Seeing as an event like 
this only comes along once every five hundred years 
we knew we'dwanttocover celebrations of resistance 
and other anti-Columbus activities across North 
America. The only question was, with every other 
alternative paper and zine on Turtle Island doing the 
same thing (and probably much better than we 
could), how do we cover something like this? After 
some discussion, we came up with what we hope is 
a somewhat different approach to most anti-Colum- 
bus coverage. If anything, at least it's honest and 
reflective of the activities and attitude of the Profane 
Existence collective. 

Sowhile youwon'tfind much specifically about 
Columbus and activities relating to 500 years of 
resistance in this issue, we do hope the spirit of 
resistancetowhite patriarchalruledoes shine through 
here. The AIM Patrol interview examines a practical 
example of Native people organizing and taking care 
ofthemselves, whichisthe ultimate form of resistance. 
The Los Crudos interview looks at racism and resis- 
tance from the refreshing perspective of four His-

panic punks from a poor Latino barrio on the south 
side of Chicago, while the Contropotere interview 
showcases Italian working class and squatter’s re- 
sistance against modern Italian powers — the state 
and the maia. 

We've also taken special care to emphasize 
antifascist activities here and in Europe inthis issue. 
Doing anti-fascist work — whether it's through edu- 
cation or physically confronting fascists in the street 
— is perhaps the most important thing white punks 
and radicals can do to demonstrate to people of color 
our commitment to fighting the racism and genocide 
begun five hundred years ago by Columbus and his 
pack of criminals. Nazis and other white suprema- 
cists are our problem — not the victims of their 
attacks' — and we need to rid the world of this 
problem if oppressed people are going to see any 
justice and freedom. People of color have been 
resisting for five hundred years, it's about time we 
joined them en masse. Fighting racists may lay the 
groundwork for cross-color coalitions that effectively 
join white radicals with people of color in the struggle 
against those who would celebrate Columbus’ ar- 
rival on this continent.

Rally and Speak Out against Columbus and in 
celebration of five hundred years of indigenous 
resistance, followed by an extra-legal march to 
local targets of Columbus’ genocidal legacy.

Minneapolis) 
Come angry, come prepared. 


Resisting further encroachment on their 
land and autonomy, members of the 
Mdewakanton Lakota tribe continue 500 Years 
of Resistance here in Minnesota. The culprit in 
this case is Northern States Power (NSP) who 
have two nuclear reactors next to the 
Mdewakanton's Prairie Island Reservation and 
who now want on-site storage for highly deadly 
radioactive waste generated at those death- 
dealing plants. (NSP also contracted this year to 
buy power from Manitoba Hydro, a massive 
dam project which relocated thousands of Cree 
and continues to destroy the land). 

Native peoples in the Americas are stand- 
ing in the way of the continued functioning of 
U.S. dominated patriarchical state-capitalism. 
Whether it be opposing dams in Northeast 
Canada at James Bay, uranium mining in Ari- 
zona, or massive clear-cutting of the Amazon 
Rainforest, Native people are standing up to 
Columbus’ genocidal legacy. 

In Minneapolis many anarchists and radi- 
eal ecologists have recognized this and are 
organizing in solidarity and resistance. This 
past August the local anarchist-collective, AWOL, 
initiated an ambitious effort to bring together 
other anarchists and anti-racists, Greens, and 
liberal environmentalists and peace and justice 
groups, into a coalition centered around explic- 
itly social-ecological revolutionary principles and 


* a commitment to work in an open and directly- 


democratic manner. 

The Friday August 7th “Direct Action 
Against Nuclear Power"involved over 200 people 
taking the streets in an extra-legal rally and 
march culminating in a liberation of NSP plaza. 
The action: began in a park in front of where the 
Greens were having their national conference. It 
featured oe by Joseph Campbell. a the 
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and the action coalition; and Howie Hawkins of 
the Left Green Networkand Green Coordinating 


~ Committee. 


Following the talks those assembled be- 
gan a colorful march through the streets of 
Minneapolis, complete with hip hop and punk 
blasting over a sound system, signs reading 
“Desire,” "Imagination, "and “Strike,” banners, 
and a multitude of black and green flags. The 
coalition maintained a position of no negotiation 
with police, despite opposition from liberals, 
instead going where it wanted as police kept 
their distance. This allowed for both autonomy 
and a free feeling in the streets, and the oppor- 
tunity for comrades to decorate the march route 
with anti-NSP stickers and a good amount of 
























LEROY GREY BEATEN BY POLICE 
On Sept. 24 at 9:00pm Leroy Grey, a blind, 
differently abled, Black man was beaten by 
MTC police for being a dime short on the MTC 
bus. Leroy's daughter was a witness to her 
father's beating and violent arrest. She made 
attempts to explain to the cops herdad's situa- 
tion but all they did'was threaten to arrest her. 
She asked one officer why he hit her father. He 
proceeded to tell her to shut up or else she 
wouldalso be arrested.

Coincidentally, the Clinton/Gore campaign 
scheduled a downtown rally at the same time. 
The march passed along police barricades sur- 


rounding this spectacle and, after frantic street ` 


discussions, the majority in the march decided 
to confront American-style “democracy,” knock- 
ing over police barricades and moving in right 
behind the Demorats rally stage. With perfect 
timing, copies of the last issue of PE arrived on 
the scene and were passed out to those looking 
for an “alternative” to four more years of Bush. 
Many people reacted favorably to the message 
“Same Shit, Different Pile.” Action participants 
announced why they were there, invited people 
tojoin them for some real politics, and continued 
on their way. 

At NSP security thugs unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to stop the march from taking the plaza. 
People pushed passed them, filling the plaza 
which, thanks to an unwitting NSP, conveniently. 
had a huge stage which provided for the theat- 
rical culmination of the afternoon's events. 

The march had been organized into three 
sections: dystopia, featuring deadly waste bar- 
rels, cops, and people wearing gas masks prais- 
ing nuclear power and NSP; social revolution, 
featuring flags, signs and anarchist affinity- 
groups; and utopia, featuring windmills, giant 
produce and more flags and signs. The sense 
of jubilation mounted as each section acted out 


its theme onstage, culminating in a large dance ~ 


party, creative decorating and the reading of a 
list of demands over a megaphone. While 
everyone was mixing it up, a huge banner read- 
ing “NSP at Prairie Island is Genocide. Fight 
Back Now!" mysteriously revealed itself on the 
side of a parking garage facing the plaza. Cops 
stood by watching as security goons most 


unsuccessfully tried to stop peo Splefionileati 1 
their mark ae 


The action was important because it was 
developed upon explicitly anarchist politics and 
models of organization, bringing a relatively 
diverse group around these ideas. It showed 
that militants can take the streets while moving 
away from the tired routines of leftists and liber- 
als. Even though the action was ignored or, at 
best highly distorted, by the capitalist and “alter- 
native" press in Minneapolis, itgave us a feeling 
óf our own power and possibilities for future 


action while providing a public outlet for our ` 


thoughts and feelings. It also expressed crucial 
solidarity with the Mdewakanton. 

Hopefully the work being done around 
Prairie Island is beginning to show how ecology 
is linked to issues of ethnicity and class as well 
as hierarchy and domi- 
nation more generally 
as environmentalillness 
and death resulting from 
the machinations of 
profit-mongering elites 
directly impacts com- 
munities of color and 
working people, as well 
as the so called Ameri- 
can middle-class. Not 
only should we change 
our lifestyles, which di- 
rectly impact Native 
peoples and the land, 
but we need to subvert 
and eventually over- 
throw the systems and 
institutions of oppres- 
sion and domination 
which perpetuate the 
insanity of social and 
ecological destruction 
which surrounds us ev- 
eryday. Demonstrating 
solidarity with resisting 
Mdewakanton, and 
other Native peoples, is 
a good way to start.

MUMIA ABU-JAMAL FACES DEATH:

We're against hero-worship. And we're 
against turning people — or bands — into 
movement celebrities. But if there were a law 
against sucking life and love and the inspiration 
to go on another fucking day out of the occa- 
sional song, we'd have to break it. 

God, devil, or other knows how Mumia 
goes on. | defy anyone to find a photo of him 
where heisn’tsmiling. Not the scary, rigormortis 
grins of family snapshots, but a real smile of 
determined resistance. 

A smile that is about to be stolen from us. 

After they've murdered Mumia, when the 
smile is gone forever and all we have left ate 
yellowing newspaper clippings and videos that 
We can pause-rewind-watch-again-and-again, 
i vow i will never smile again. Do you vow the 
same? Then you and i both know our words are 
turds in our worthless mouths. 

Unless we prevent his death. 

Tonight a certain band reminded me that 
iam more than cerebral, run-down, pedaling my 
bike to the next meeting. Vast reserves of love 
and hatred bubbled up and astonished me. It 
wasn't just the band; it was everyone i loved, 
there, leaping up and down and weeping and 
Singing at the top of our voices, such as they 
are. Our pitiful voices. We can never be loud 
enough. 

We will not let Mumia Abu-Jamal go the 
way of Sacco and Vanzetti, or Ethel and Julius 
Rosenburg. We will find the magic key. | swear 
we will. Don't make a liar out of me. 

Wewill recount the facts to ourselves, and 
make others listen. He was framed. Somebody 
else shot that cop. Somebody that the wit- 
nesses said was six inches shorter and fifty 
pounds heavier, and wore his hair in an Afro, 
not in Mumia's dreads. 

Somebody else shot that cop, and got 
away. And more power to them, because the 
cops shot Mumia first. Mumia, who was driving 
his taxi, and saw the cops beating his brother, 
and stopped to help. Mumia, whom the Phila- 
delphia cops were gunning for anyway, be- 
cause this taxi driver was a journalist and a 
revolutionary. This taxi driver was called “the 
voice of the voiceless.” 

We'llrecountthe facts to ourselves: Mumia 
worked for WUHY radio Philadelphia, and was 
carried on National Public Radio. He covered 
the cop crackdown on MOVE in the late 70s, 
and that's why they were gunning for him: And 
somebody else shot that cop. 

One time, those cops beata MOVE woman 
so bad she miscarried. Another time, a MOVE 
woman was clubbed to the ground, and the 
baby she was holding died. By 1978, the cops 
laid siege to the MOVE house, and Mumia 
defied their blockade to interview the MOVE 
collective. And somebody else shot that cop. 

When they stormed the MOVE house in 
1978, the cops may have shot one of their own. 
Nobody will ever know who killed the cop that 
time, because the city tore down the house the 
day after the raid. Bye-bye, physical evidence. 
Eleven MOVE members were sentenced for 
killing that cop. 

They were downstairs in the basement. 
The cop was shot in the back of the head. The 
bullet's trajectory was downward. The some- 
body-elsewho shot thatcop was probably a cop. 

Less than four years later, another cop 
was dead, but Mumia didn't shoot him. Some- 


body else did. And they got away. And more 
power to them. Because, before that cop got 
shot, Mumiaiwas bleeding from his stomach, 
and his brother was holding him, and they were 
waiting for the ambulance. Thats what the 
witnesses said. We will recount the facts to 
ourselves, and we will make people listen. 

The facts: Before this taxi-driver went to 
death row, he was a teenager in Philadelphia; 
andhewenttoworkfor the Black Panther Party. 
He wrote articles and laid out the paper. He 
hooked up with the Panthers because the year 
before, 1967, he and 3 friends went into a 
“white"neighborhood to protest George Wallace, 
the segregationist candidate for president, and 
they gottotally stomped. (Fiveyears later, some- 
body had the decency to shoot Wallace. Not 
Mumia. Somebody else.) In 1967, Mumia was 
13. 

Just the facts: The FBI's COINTELPRO 
war murdered 38 Panthers. It probably got 
Malcolm X shot. The “liberal” press foughtshoul- 
der-to-shoulder with the cops by portraying the 
Panthers as the violent ones. We will recount 
the facts: Genocide came first, -self-defense 
second. 

Somebody else shot that cop. 

That didn't matter to the jury, made up of 
eleven whites and one African American, be- 
cause the prosecutor rejected all the prospec- 
tive African-American jurors except one. He 
made sure notto accepta single jurorwho had 
any doubts about the death penalty. 

He told that jury bout Mumia's politics. His 
politics proved he was a cop killer. Mumia had 
quoted Mao: “Political power grows out of the 
barrel of a gun.” In the prosecutor's mouth, 
Mao's ho-hum analysis of the State's power 
magically became a supposed “incitement” to 
go around offing pigs. They will twist the facts, 
butwe will untwist them. And we will preventhis 
death. 

The Philadelphia prosecutors always ask 
for the death penalty. That way, they overwork 
the few defense lawyers willing to take capital 
cases, and they get juries sympathetic to the 
prosecution. Mumia appealed. Twice, the U.S. 
Supreme Court refused to hear his case. This 
same court recently ruled that lower courts 
don't have to pay attention to statistical evi- 
dence that proves the death penalty is racist. 

So Mumia has sat on death row since 
1982. Three years after he was sentenced to 
die, the Phillie police bombed the MOVE house, 
burned the neighborhood to the ground, killed 
11 MOVE members, including 5 kids, and con- 
vinced t 









































































time. 

This September, a death warrant landed 
on the desk of Pennsylvania Governor Casey. 
We don't know what death-row prisoner it's for. 
But Mumia has no more appeals. If you were 
the State, wouldn't you go ahead and kill him, 
before the year was up? You can't have Black 
cop killers with dreadlocks burning up the tax- 
payers’ dollars. It's an election year. 

Don'tmake a liar out of yourself. You read 
this paper because DIY is better than Would- 
you-like-fries-with-that. Digging your heels in is 
better than going with the flow. If we can't even 
stop them from murdering one of our own 
people, we aren't worth the powder it would 
take to blow us all to hell. 

If our movement needs martyrs to wor- 
ship, let's drag our sorry asses along the same 
way we always do, and he'll be history by 
Christmas.

EXPOlice Terror In Sevilla 


On April 19, after an anti-EXPO (the EXPO is another 500 years "discovery" celebration) concert 
a radical demonstration of about 350 people was held. After about an hour police stopped it. As 
people tried to disperse they were chased by police with guns drawn and brutally beaten. When 
some demonstrators fought back with stones police opened fire hitting one bystander and 
wounding 3 demonstrators, atleast 100 were arrested and most had to be hospitalized. When the 
@xpo opened the next day a group of people holding signs demanding the release of those arrested 
the night before were subsequently attacked by police. There were 20 arrests. Sevilla deployed 
hundreds of police with machine guns throughout the city. On the 21st police evicted acampground 
used by demonstrators and arrested 30 people. On the 22nd most of those arrested had still not 
been released and those that were complained of racism and severe mistreatment. Solidarity 
demos were carried out across Spain.

With complete disregard for human life, in pursuit of the nuclear cycle, The U.S. detonated the 
nuclear test “Divider” on Sept. 22 at8:04 a.m. This, although the Department of Energy was alerted 











seismic activity registered. The four Belgians were very close to Ground Zero at the time of the 
detonation, a factwhich was disclosed several times before Time Zero. The countdown continued 
in spite of their knowledge, and the explosion registered 4.4 on the Richter Scale in Colorado. 
Divider is the sixth test this year, the second in a week. The four Belgians were finally spotted and 
arrested an hour after the countdown, aboutthree miles from Ground Zero, all carrying permits from 
the Western Shoshone Nation. The test was sponsored by Los Alamos National Laboratories and 
was conducted in 1150 shaft. The D.O.E. deemed the test “successful” although risk to the lives 
of the four was understood. The Belgian activists are taking part in the Walk across America for 
Mother Earth, a journey of over 3,000 miles walked in solidarity with Native Americans. The next 
courtdate for the four Belgians is Oct. 29th. Their passports have been taken and they are being 
held in Clark County.

The long arms of the federal government are 
stretched greedily toward your dinner table and 
medicine cabinet. The friendly folks at the face- 
less (or is it ‘fascist ?) U.S. Food and Drug Admin- 
istration (FDA) have already succeeded in ban- 
ning safe and effective health products: garlic 
capsules, acidophilus, betaine hydrochloride, flax- 
seed oil and other harmless products are no 
longer permitted as over-the-ċounter items.

ALF UNDER ATTACK 


Over the past few months, the FBI and federal 
prosecutors have called Grand Juries in Mon- 
tana, Michigan, Washington, and Oregon to try 
and gain information on “Operation Bite 'Back,” 
the Animal Liberation Front's (ALF) clandestine 
campaign against the declining fur industry. 
The people called up to testify in Montana 
refused to answer questions andwere released. 
Members of People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals are being called to testify in Michigan. 
Even more seriously, longtime activist Rod 
Coronado of Coalition Against Fur Farms was 
forced to go underground when the FBI issued 
a warrant for his arrest. He is accused of being 
part of an ALF unit that has rescued a number 
of animals and caused over a million dollars in 
arson damage in a series of attacks since last 
summer. A SWAT team with machine guns 
landed in a helicopter at his home, but to this 
date, Coronado has not been caught. 


MORE RACIST COPS 

In April, thousands of us took to the streets in San Francisco 
after the Rodney King verdict. The SF District Attomey has 
charged 105 of the demonstrators (90% of whom are 
African-American) with felonies. He is pressing for state 
prison sentences forthe protestors, many of whom are first 
time offenders. This is a racist prosecution. The S.F. 
Human Rights Commission has denounced the D.A's 
conduct and called on him to drop the charges. For current

CONVENTIONS SMENCHINS 
NYC: DEMONCRATS INVADE 3 

As promised, there was anarchist opposition at 
the Democratic National Convention in New 
York, the week of July 11-16. Anarchist events 
kicked off on Sunday, July 12, with a Crash the 
Convention Concert and speak out, attended 
by 300 people in Central Park. During the entire 
week anarchist and homeless activists were 
camped out at Sheep's Meadow in the park. 
This was a real victory for the folks at Uncon- 
ventional Action, a New York based anarchist 
group. The city's first response to reports of 
plans for a Central Park encampmentwas a flat 


*"No Way.” By the end, they agreed to let Uncon- 
. ventional Action have a cop-free space in a 


prime park location from dawn until 1 am every 
day, and a Park's Department building with 
lockers, showers and—get this—a pool, from 
11 pm til 2 pm. Unconventional Action ac- 
cepted, and people camped in the park any- 
way. Unfortunately, reports are that the en- 
campment was pretty small (20 to 35 people), 
but a victory in any case. On July 13 there was 
the Take Back Our Lives march of women and 
men to protest violence againstwomen. July 14 
saw two big events: the United For AIDS Action 
march, and the Mock Convention by the 


- Women's Action Coalition. The Mock Conven- 


tionfocused on demanding action on pro-choice’ 
and anti-violence legislation. United For AIDS 
Action was the largest protest during conven- 
tionweek. On July 15an Unconventional Smoke- 
Inwas held to protestrepressive anti-marijuana 
laws. On July 16 there were 2 actions: a protest 
sponsored by Committee In Solidarity with the 
People of El Salvador against military aid to El 
Salvador, and a No Police State March. The 
March was called to protest the increasing 
presence of police and the state in all parts of 
our lives; ironically, the march was surrounded 
by police for its duration. - Love and Rage 


As the rich fucks who run this country gathered 
in Houston to nominate their führer Georgie 
Bush for another term, ACT UP, QUEER NA- 
TION and other AIDS activists staged a rau- 
cous demonstration protesting Bush's lacklus- 
terinterestin fighting AIDS (or atleast providing 
the funding to fight it) which turned into a police 
riot as cops charged the protesters on horse- 
back with clubs swinging. 

Chanting “150,000 dead! Off with George 
Bush's head!" and "Go home, go home, give us 
back our Dome!", the demonstrators marched 
two miles butwere prevented from reaching the 
Astrodome (the sight of the Republican Con- 
vention) by police barricades and pigs on horses. 
The cops corraled the demonstrators in, but 
after burning two effigies of Bush and an Ameri- 
can flag the activists began tearing down the 
barricades and lighting bonfires in the street. 
Withoutwarning, the cops swoopedin onhorse- 
backand foot, swinging batons and beating up 
demonstrators indiscriminately. Atleast three 
demonstrators were injured and six were ar- 
rested. Apparently, no pigs were hurt. 

Earlier in the day, pro-choice and anti-choice 
demonstrators confronted each otherata south- 
west Houston clinic. Forty-one anti-choice los- 
ers were arrested, and to our knowledge and 
disappointment, none of them were hurt seri- 
ously.

1/24/92 Bmo, Moravia- ademonstration against 
fascism andracism. 100 people are attackedby 
the skinheads and the police at the same time. 
About 10-20 people are arrested, 1 punk from 
Poland among them. They all are freed several 
hours after. The guy from Poland and four of his 
friends are rescued from a troop of 30 skins by 
a demo participant after his release. 8/2/92 - 
200 people took part in a demo against the 
Prague Opera Ball. The Ball was organized 
under the patronage of Ivana Trump and many 
members of the aristocracy were invited. The 
demonstrators threw rotten vegetables and old 
eggs at “people” who were getting out of their 
luxury cars and at the police who were trying to 
save them from hits. This resulted in a number 
of dirty and stinking dresses and a couple of 
light injuries that served the police a reason for 
attacking the demo using their truncheons and 
tear gas. A few anarchist were arrested and 
freed soon. 3/13/92 - 8 Czechoslovakians are 
not allowed to enter Germany. They wanted to 
join an anti-fascist demo in Passau, Germany, 
whete a big meeting of a neo-nazi party was to 
take place. 3/14/92 - A demo to commemorate 
the anniversary of the-fascist occupation of 
Czechoslovakia in 1939 took place in Prague. 
The 400 participants had some troubles with 
the skins as usual. The demo continued in front 
ofthe German embassy as aprotestagainst the 
incident of the border the previous day.

Dear Comrades, 

We read with much surprise an article 
published in your early 1992 issue [#13] en- 
titled, “A Short Overview of Anarchism in France” 
provided by the so-called MovementAnarchiste 
International (MAI). According to the so-called 
MAI, “The FA [French Anarchist Federation] is 
not very dynamic and has lost more and more 
militants (now less than 300). The FA group 
makes a lot of propaganda but are not very 
active in the social movements.” This state- 
mentis too funny but also completely unfair and 
untrue. Taking the risk of disappointing the 
MAI, I would like to rectify the facts, relying on 
the activity report of our last congress (held in 
Lille in June 1992). 

The federation is composed of 62 groups 
and 16 liasons (more or less one group or 
contact in all of the 95 French prefectures) and 
the membership grew about 30% in the last 
year. There are of course the classic acts of 
propaganda: aweekly paper of 10,000 copies, 
many groups’ magazines, Radio Libertaire in 
Paris (with an audience between 30,000- 75,000 
people, according to official sources), emis- 
sions on free radios in other provinces, 
bookshops or libraries in Paris and in other 
provinces (Lyon, Lille, Toulouse, Bordeaux, 
Perpignan, Dijon, St. Etienne), the international 
conference we organize in Paris, and so on. 
The members of the federation are also in- 
volved in social movements. For instance, in 
the last year the federation was involved in 
agitation against polls, meetings and demos 
against fascists (Paris, Lille, Lyon, St. Etienne, 
Tours, Toulouse, Dijon, etc.), meetings about 
gender questions (anarcha-feminism), actions 
about urban problems, about the anti-Colum- 
bus international campaign, and other social 
Struggles (nurses, dockers, school teachers). 

By the way, who were the MAI? Under this 
grandiose title, they were only two or three 
young guys living in Grenoble. Now the MAI 
has split and their members are affiliated with 
the French CNT, with whom the FA has a good 
relationship, at least on a federal level. The FA 
group in Grenoble know the former MAI mem- 
the FA. The people who know the French 
anarchist situation can just shrug their shoul- 
ders about that report but for foreign comrades 
itis different. Ifis for this reason that | write to 
you. 

The French FA has no desire for hege- 
mony but it is true that we are by far the 
strongest and largest anarchist federation in 
the country and fantastic slanders don't move 
us away from the social revolution.

Herreason: “Some papers advocate starting or 
supporting Anarchist groups,” and “Also use of 
the anarchist symbol (circle A) will also be 
looked at as ‘Group Resistance’.” 

After the pigs gave me 120 days in the 
hole, today | seen 5 pigs who call themselves 
the “Program Review Committee” (PRC). They 
tried to sarcastically cheer me up by saying 
“You could get out of the hole in 90 days if you 
have good behavior.” | almost spat on them. 
Then they asked if | had anything to say before 
I had to go back to the cell. | said, “Yeah, | do: 
YOU ALL CAN GET FUCKED!" at which point 
2 pig guards were ordered to escort me back to 
the hole. Of course | was in belly chains and 
handcuffs. So anyway, it's going to be very 
lonely for this Anarchist Terrorist the next 120 
days or more. Ya see it could be more cause | 
ain't changing my behavior for any pig. And | 
got more “conduct reports” coming for telling 
them pigs to get fucked and cause of Capt. Pig 
Milliren, for refusing to stop using the anarchy 
symbol. So, anyone out there please help 
anyway you can, send lots of letters, but books 
and zines got to come from a store or publisher, 
so in order to make it look legit you got to use a 
rubber stamp orbold type forthe return address 
onthe envelope soitlooks official.

Asa steady contributorto 
Profane Existence/M.A.S. forfouryears now, writing 
on a number of topics, nothing has motivated read- 
ers towrite in like my fashion column has.

How many punks do 
you know who've been hassled by the cops just for 
the way they look? There is a fear of the meanings 
that make use of the symbols. That's why a topiclike 
fashion is just as much a part of a magazine as 
politically and rebelliously motivatedas PE.” He goes 
on to quote some of the luminaries of the early 
movement. “McClaren’s clothes are not merely out- 
rageous, they can be legally dangerous.” —Evening 
News, Nov. 1976. “The clothes have got contentand 
they're an expression of some kind of comment 
about the way you feel your situation in society i 
Vivienne Westwood. “To wear her clothes....is a 

show of force inviting opposition...clothes can often 

express ideas better than words. They can be as 

subversive a weapon as a book, poster, or pamphlet:

There will never be a homogenous anarchist 
community, atleast! sure as heck hope not. We 
as anarchists are diverse, beyond the fact that 
anarchism has been in this country a predomi- 
nantly white movement. We come from differ- 
ent cultural experiences: Lesbian, Gay, Bi, 
Straight, Feminist, Punk, Green, Scholar, etc. 
etc...people of different generations, class back- 
grounds, and even sometimes ethnic back- 
grounds. (This is tough because obviously we're 
all from different ethnic backgrounds—| guess 
what | mean by that is that there are fewer 
anarchists who come from ethnic groups that 
have been severely oppressed in this country.) 
This brings me to thinking about the idea of 
broadening the actof coalition building to some- 
thing we can see happen outside the coalitions 
we form within the anarchist community. 
There is the smaller struggle—ike the 
struggle invoved in keeping an anarchistcollec- 
tively run community center like EMMA alive— 
and then thereis the larger struggle, like getting 
Mumia Abu-Jamal out of the electric chair, 
educating ourselves about political prisoners 
and state repression in general, and supporting 
Native peoples in their struggle against envi- 
ronmental racism. Both struggles are impor- 
tant. I've heard complaints: Why aren't the 
anarchists in this town organised enough to 
form a unified and audible response to 1) the 
beating of Leroy Gray, a blind, differently abled 
Black man, by Minnesota Transit Cops, 2) the 
slanderous, racist, attempted framing by Min- 
neapolis police of Vice Lord Sharif Willis and his 
nephew as a suspects in the shooting of a 


Tock to have exploded onto the stage there hadtobe 
a stage to take to. Disco, being pre-recorded and 
spun by professional DJ's, eliminated much of the 
spontaneity and energy which existed with live mu- 
sic. | know I'm not the only one who feels that one of 
the fundamental aspects of DIY punk is the lack of 
barriers between audience and musician. I've hada 
lot of fun this summer attending packed, sweaty, 
energetic punk shows in basements across Minne- 
apolis. No bouncers, no rules, lots of beer, loud 
music, anarchy, punk, and chaos. That's live music, 
DIY and subversive. Going to a dance club and 
listening to pre-tecorded electronic music is a dehu- 
manizing and soulless exercise in comparison, notto 
mention boring. One need only set back this example 
16 or 17 years to understand where punk and disco 
were at odds on this point.

Free 
records Was a good way to gamble on new bands 
and sample stuff | wouldn't ordinarily buy and was a 
small compensation for all the time | spent writing for 
the zine. Also lately most of my reviews have been 
left out for various reasons, usually space and dead- 
lines. So I'll review stuff that really strikes me or that 
people send in especially for me to review, otherwise 
I'm too busy to deal with many reviews anyway. 
Anyone who did pay attention to my reviews 
over the past few years would notice a certain 
enthusiasm of mine for grindcore and death metal. | 
should have seen it coming but I hoped it would last 
longer before the inevitable sell out. Like crossover 
and punk before it, a once thriving scene was diluted 
by moronic mainstream rock and metal influences 
and co-opted by the major labels. A genre which 
began as “stenchcore” or “crust” with a small dedi- 
cated cadre of punks in the late ’80s was turned into 
amassive bandwagon trend called “grindcore.” Along 
the way some cool labels allowed themselves to be 
bought out by the majors and started putting out 
mediocre bands in order to cash in and exploit a 
mass market of mindless metalloids. Followinginthe 
footsteps of Metallica (ca. 1983), numerous metal 
bands ripped off the energy, riffand vocal style of the 





Minneapolis cop as wellas the framing of others 
in the Black community and the newlevel of fear 
that now exists in the Black community as the 
level of repressive police violence increases, 
and 3) the campaign of misinformation insti- 
gated by the state controlled media on these 
recent occurances in Minneapolis. How do we 
begin to form alli- 
ances with op- 
pressed commu- 
nities we in words 
and in our politi- 
cal analyses sup- 
port? Can we do 
this as masked | 
anarchists at 
demos? Will the 
communities of 
color trust us as 
anti-racists if they 
can’tevensee our 
faces? Angela 
Davis in a recent 
talk she gave in 
Minneapolis said that 1992 was the year of 
Coalition building. For me, that translates into 
organized anarchists reaching out to the op- 
pressed communities who often form the con- 
tent of our revolutionary dialogue/chit-chat. So 
when | heard Angela Davis talk about this year 
being the year of coalitions | wondered what the 
anarchist community has to offer an organized 
community of color. It seems as though our 
thinking and our ideologies offer a lot, but what 
can we offer beyond words? How can we offer 











something under the guise of anarchism if we 
are not organized amongst ourselves? In order 
to do this we're going to have to look at the 
bigger picture and put our differences in per- 
spective so that we CAN have something to 
offer. We are not a community in isolation or at 
least! don'tbelieve we should be.

I never really considered writing before, 
although I've been around and in P.E. for quite 
awhile. The urge to write my thoughts down and 
convey them to you hasnever been a strong one, 
until now. Hell, Ihave a hard enough time speak- 
ing them, but lately a couple of situations and 
things I've read have really pissed me off. Itall 
comes down to the dreaded “P.C.” labeling and 
attitude that is going around. 

Political Correctness. Whatis P.C.? Where 
did it come from? First of all, P.C. has no real 
definition, a label that doesn't really label any- 
thing. It was coined by right-wing, mainstream 
politicians to discreditleftist organizations. Now 
itis being used by the left against the left, by 
peoplein the punk/anarchistscene againstother 
like-minded people who they disagree with or 
have a personal grievance with. It's a term that 
hasbeen used against Profaneanumberoftimes 
in zines or newsletters (never to our faces.) 1 
güuessitreally bothers me that these people who 
supposedly know who we are can't just come to 
us and discuss our differences or personal prob- 
lems and come to some type of understanding. 
One reason why | think that thatis ratherimpor-» 
tant for the existence of P.E. is because itis a 
means by which we.can air our thoughts and 
feelings in hopes that we do get responses from 
people. Good or bad, at least we know that 
someone out there is thinking and questioning 
instead of silently following along with what 


society: decrees is acceptable. 

None of us ate journalists or professional 
writers (which goes to show that you could do 
whatwe are doing with alittle desire.) Noneofus 
(well, one person does, but he’s still in school so 


innovative punk underground and turned it into a 
money making parody of what was originally heart- 
felt and creative music. By now all the original crust 
bands have either sold out and jumped on the metal 
bandwagon, disappeared, or returned to their punk 
roots. There are still some great grind bands out 
there — Agothocles, Assuck, Mindrot, Fear Factory, 
Suiciety etc. — but forthe most partthe classicshave 
already been made and the style is decadent, re- 
duced to endless imitations of the old masters. |know 
my band Destroy had the chance to jump on the 
bandwagon, and thankfully let it pass. Long after the 
“newimproved" Napalm Deathis playing Def Leppard 
covers in Vegas there will still be a DIY punk under- 
ground spawning new and intense musical styles 
with socially relevent lyrics and attitudes. We will 
resist attempts to commodify our counter culture and 
we will endure. Back in '83 | never would have 
imagined Suicidal Tendencies, Napalm Death, or 
even Metallica playing for huge crowds and getting 
mass airplay, but looking at the massive proliferation 
of new DIY punk bands and bands like MDC, DOA, 
Oi Polloi, Poison Idea, Chaos U.K., Chumbawumba, 
etc. which were around then and continue true tothe 
punk ideal today, it doesn't seem to matter or pose a 
threat to the underground. 

One thing that’s caused me a lot of concern 
lately is the controversy surrounding “violent danc- 
ing” at shows. One of the guidelines for shows at 
EMMA is “no violent dancing.” Who decides when 
dancing is violent? If some big jock dude with nails 
sticking out of his jacket runs in to the pit and starts 
stomping on everybody smaller than him | would 
agree it was violent dancing and not very punk. But 
what about a crowd of hyped up punks who are all 
friends and peers bouncing around in front of their 

favorite live combo? Doesnt seem very violent to 
me. I'm usually in the pit at punk and metal shows. At 
metal shows its a macho, violent free-for-alll of flying 
fists, tangled hair, split lips and bloody noses, not to

COMMUNITY JUSTICE 
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FREE SPEECH FOR THE DUMB, 
FREE FISTS FOR THE FASCISTS

Here's a letter we recently received about 
fascism and free speech: 

Hey P.E. Crew! 

lam not a big letter writer, but fuck | have 
been so pissed off lately about one thing: FAS- 
CISM. You printed a letter (P.E. #15) by a guy 
named Craig who said, among other things, 
that he was “tired of hearing the ‘but racists are 
allowed free speech, too’ argument,” and that 
the only way to fight them was “by all means 
necessary” — this means refusing to let them 
organize or to spread propaganda and “it cer- 
tainly doesn’t mean letting them speak,” and 
that you just “have to throw the ‘free speech for 
fascists’ discussion aside.” 

In any of the quotes above, if you substi- 
tute any other group for “fascist” or “racist” you 
may begin to get apicture of what fascism really 
is! Stop a minute and do that! 

The whole point of free speech is just that 
— free to say what you want! Now | hate 
bonehead Nazibastards more than mostpeople 
because I've seen what can happen if they're 
not handled properly, but | also undrstand what 
the limits are. 

Rather than fight with racists — which is 
usually what they want because they get more 
attention that way — | realize that letting them 
speak is in many cases the best thing | can do! 
Their views are so indefensible.and stupid that 
!have yetto see aracist, once allowed to speak, 
that could make any sort of reasonable conclu- 
sion to his (or her) statements. 

Most of the time | end up finding out two 
things: Either they were just raised ignorant, 
which can be overcome by presenting the right 
information, or that they feel defensive; that 
they are somehow being attacked by other 
races. Sometimes they are both ignorant and 
defensive. This can be difficult (try infuriating) 
but | know that beating the shit out the them will 
not change theirminds oranybody else's. Would 
it change yours? 

The only alternative is to spread out anti- 
racist information and forme to be informed and 
educated so | am able to not only weaken his 
position in his mind but reinforce mine as well.

cist speech. However, | also chose it because 
it reveals the major flaws in the “but racists 
deserve free speech, too” argument, flaws | 
hope to reveal below. 

“Free speech" is one of America’s sacred 
cows. Anti-fascists are one of the few groups 
who challenge that sacred cow. No, we don't 
say “Censor everyone!” or “Ban everything!” 
because free speech or censorship is not the 
issue in the fight against fascism and oppres- 
sion. 

But if freedom of speech or its opposite — 





* censorship — are not at stake here, whatis the 


issue? Quite simply, the issue is power. 

Before | go on about power, let's deal with 
Americans’ favorite ideological huggy bear, 
“freedom of speech.” What is “free speech” in 
this country? It certainly isn’t the same thing 
today that itwas in 1789, when the Bill of Rights 
was passed by nine of the thirteen original 
states. Back then, “freedom of speech” meant 
only that representatives in congressional as- 
semblies should be free to say whatever they 
wanted while the assemby was convened in 
order to allow for free discussion without repre- 
sentatives having to fear arrest for saying the 
wrong thing. - "Freedom of speech” did not 
mean'that normal, everyday people could say 
whatever they wanted in 1789, not by a long 
shot. In fact, the Sedition Act, passed in.1798 
and upheld until late in the 19th century, made 
it a crime to say or write anything “false, scan- 
dalous and malicious” against the government, 
Congress, or the President. People were im- 
prisoned for doing such things. “Freedom of 
speech” and “freedom of the press" back then 
meant that although the government could not 
prevent a “seditious” publication from being 
published or prevent “seditious” words from 
being uttered by persons (i.e. it could not exer- 
cise what'is called “prior restraint"), it could 
legally punish the writer or publisher or speaker 
afteritwas said or printed, which is basically the 
same thing as limiting speech and the printed 
word to what the government deems accept- 
able. 


The point I'm trying to make is that the 
interpretation and use of “freedom of speech” 
has changed over time in America. It is not the 
monolithic, unchanging, bedrock of freedom 
and equality we are told itis. People fought for 
years to repeal the Sedition Act, and their 
struggle resulted in an expansion in people's 
ability to criticize the government. Free speech 
and how it is defined is the result of political 


struggle, not some abstract principle that his- - 


tory has obeyed unwaveringly for over 200 
years. Those who have the most power in this 
society have struggled to craft a definition and 
use of “freedom of speech” that, while perhaps 
not perfect in serving their needs (think of the 
cops' uproar over Ice-T's “Cop Killer” song), is 
the best they can come up with in the face of 
resistance to their power over others. I'm not 
saying that there is some conspiracy among the 
tuling class to define “freedom of speech” for 
their own nefarious ends, I’m just saying that 
the definition and use of “freedom of speech” 
today is quite well-suited for the enforcement of 
unequal power relations in this society, just like 
the different definitions of “freedom of speech 
were in 1789 and 1798.

For some people (especially rich white males), 
freedom of speech is more than just speech; it 
also comes with social power. For others, 
freedom of speech comes with little or no social 
power. Whose voice is most heardin corporate 
America and in the U.S. government? Rich 
white men's. Who's voice is the most ignored? 
Poor people's, especially those of color. In your 
circle of friends or in the political work you do, 
whose voice is 
heard most, a 
man's or a 
woman's?

Still, 
to deny thatrich 
white men gen- 
A erally have the 
most power in tnis Eoo ıs way more stupid. 
(This does notmean we shouldhate white men, 
itjust means we recognize their power as a 
political fact that must be changed.) Itis this 
imbalance in social power that creates bigotry, 
inequality, and political and economic systems 
that oppress the vast majority of people for the 
benefit of the elite few. It is this imbalance in 
social power that must be opposed with all our 
hearts. If that oppostion means putting a fistin 
the mouth ofa lip-flapping racist scum, so be it. 

One of St. Vitus' main points is that the 
best way to “depower’" a fascist is to ignore him/ 
herandlet the fascist speak, under the assump- 
tion that his/her ideas are so stupid that no 
“reasonable” person could possibly buy their 



















~ bullshit. This sounds good in theory, but we all 


know thatit's flat-out wrong. People dolisten to 
fascists. Doesn'tHiter, Mussolini, Franco, David 
Duke and Lyndon LaRouche tell you anything? 
Shit, me and fifteen friends got clubbed and 
maced by Tom David's (a local white power nut 
at the University of Minnesota) goons outside 
the school radio station while he was “exercis- 
ing his freedom of speech" on the air. Fascists 
talk fascism from the pulpit and practice it in the 
street. That's a fact. 

St. Vitus says racists’ views are stupid. 
Yes, but never forget that there are very smart 
racists out there who are actively trying to trick 
people into buying their twisted package of 
hate. Fascists' words affectpeople. People die 
because ‘of the liberal “freedom of speech” 
attitude. Itdoesn't matter if fascists’ words are 
“ignorant,” “stupid,” or “unreasonable.” In a 
political struggle such as the fascist/anti-fascist 
one, “reason” gets defined by the winner. 

Whatdoes itmean to say thatreason gets 
defined by the winner? Only that “reason,” 
rationality,” and “common sense,” like “freedom 
of speech,” are defined by the dominant politi- 
cal and social culture we live under. After all, 
what's reasonable these days? Letting racists 
burn crosses on the front lawns of people of 
color? The Supreme Court seems to think it's 
okay. The Nazis thoughtitperfectly reasonable 


to vivisect Jews. Eleven white yuppie fucks 
thought the pigs who beat Rodney King acted 
“reasonably.” Given this notorious list of “rea- 
son,” is letting fascists speak their race-hatred 
shit reasonable? Fuck that. The struggle 
against fascism is not one of “reason” or “ratio- 
nal argument” but one of politics and equality 
and, yes, freedom and justice. Challenging 
who can say what and have power in this 
society is a political struggle, not one of “rea- 
son” and “rationality.” “Reason” is the status 
quo’s weapon, not ours. 

The struggle against fascism is one of 
equality and freedom and justice, not “freedom 
of speech,” which is a liberal concept. The key 
is to make everyone equally powerful and free, 
and thatmeans smashing domination and hier- 
archy. “Free speech" means nothing unless it 
is enjoyed by all, and presently it is not. Free 
speech only comes about through equality and 
freedom. Fascists are opposed to equality and 
freedom and work to squash them and “free 
speech” whenever they can get away with it. 
How ironic to support those who would gag you 
(after they get women, queers, Jews, Blacks, 
indigenous people and radicals, of course)! 

St. Vitus — and many others — attribute 
people's racism to ignorance and/or defensive- 
ness. | agree: All people who support the 
oppression of other beings are ignorant 
fuckfaces. We also agree that such people are 
also usually defensive because they're fright- 
enedoflosing the privilege they've been granted 
by this society due to their race, sex, class, or 
sexual orientation. We also agree that people 
who are bigots out of ignorance and/or defen- 
siveness can be changed. We've all gone 
though that process ourselves. However, we 
need to be clear on something: Racism, sex- 
ism, homophobia, etc. are more than individual 
diseases, they are systems of exploitation and 
domination. peoi; , when we say America 
is a racist society (which it is), we don’t just 
mean thata lot of rednecks live here. We mean 
that this is a society that systematically favors 
one group of people over all others in nearly 
every aspect of our lives. 

Racism is a system that uses whatever 
means it can to maintain the domination of one 
race overall others. Fascists who are organiz- 
ing are more than just ignorant and defensive, 
they are actively working to strengthen the 
system of racism, using whatever means they 
can get away with. As anarchists, we all know 
that all systems of oppression must be fought 
using whatever weaponry we can throw at 
them. That's why when aracist tries to organize 
or speak, we'll do whatever we can do to shut 
them up, because we're not fighting a bigoted 


mently opposed to. The point of beating up 
fascists or preventing them from speaking, or 
ganizing, or otherwise is not to “re-educate 
them" or to get them to change their minds, but 
to shut them up. As Ramsey of Political Asylum 
said in an interview in P.E. #13, “I wouldn't hita 
fascist to change his views, l'd hit him to defend 
myself. I'd hit him because he's a fascist, not 
because | wanted to give him a political educa- 
tion.” 

This issue isn’t about “free speech vs. 
violence,” or as St. Vitus and many others putit, 
“free speech vs. fascism.” Let's be clear on 
what fascismis. Fascism is a political ideology 
and a form of social organization that is auto- 
cratic, totalitarian, extremely centralized and 
extremely nationalistic. Usually, fascism and 
its ultra-nationalism means it's a racist and 
sexist ideology as well. Fighting fascists and 
fascismis NOT fascist. The realissueis fighting 
oppression, using any means necessary. Ha- 
tassing fascist would-be oppressors is NOT 
fascist, it's necessary if we want an anti-fascist 
society. 

So this is my and other P.E. folks' position 
in a nutshell: We support anyone who fucks 
fascists up. We support anyone who stops 
fascists from speaking, organizing, or attempt- 
ing any other kind of anti-social activity, and we 
will do our part to help anti-fascist activities. 
Freedom means nothing unless itis enjoyed by 
all. Fascists are opposed to freedom for all, so 
they must be stopped, dead, if necessary. 
Saying fascists want a fight because it gets 
them attention is only partly true: Ifthey get the 
shit kicked out of them enough times, they 
disappear like a lump of jelly evaporating on a 
hot sidewalk, 

Also, we are NOT pro-censorship. We're 
too busy to be other people's cops. This is not 
a “free speech vs. censorship” controversy as 
many people try to portray it. However, we're 
not interested in giving fascists a voice. Ifthey 
want a voice, they'll have to fight for it, just like 
we fight for ours every day. Further, fascists will 
not be given a voice within the pages of P.E. 
and, if we can helpit, on the streets or anywhere 
in the free society we are trying to build. 

So, fascists, make sure you look over your 
shoulder if you're going to try to organize and 
spread your racist, misogynist, homophobic 
trash, cos someday, somewhere, an anti-fas- 
cist is going to put a fist in your face, and if we 
can't be there to help, we'll atleast want photos 
for the next issue! 
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PE: Let's start with the history of SCALP and why it 
came about. 

D: SCALP began õn a nation-wide scale around 
1983. was a reaction against the growth of fascism in 
France. This was the time when the National Front—which 
is an ultra right wing party in France —and its leader Jean- 
Marie Le Pen began to expand and increase their support 
amongst the population. SCALP was the radical answerto 
this resurgence of fascism. There were allot of “democratic” 
groups in France that wanted to do anti-fascist work but 
they were basically liberals and very traditionalist, more 
concerned with their hierarchies and image than with the 
methods and structures that the modern anti-fasciststruggle 
demands. SCALP was much more radical, because we 
were not only anti-fascist but also anti-sexist and also, very 
importantly, anti-capitalist! 

PE: Who initially founded SCALP? Was it started in 
one city or did it form as a network between the different 
cities? Š 

D: twas started in Toulouse in 1983 and that was the 
first time that we in Lille heard about them and saw their 
logo, which has an Indian dancing on a fascist's head. It 
wanted to be humoristic and parodic and also to show that 
we are fresh, energetic, youngand lively people and not like 
those older, traditional organizations, who are really dull 
and boring. From that point, people from various cities in 
France started their own chapters of SCALP and now we 
have a network of about 25 chapters and several other 
similar groups. 

PE: Is there direct networking or does every group 
decide for itself what kinds of actions it will carry out? 

D: All the SCALP groups are part of something that 
we call ANTI-FASCIST NATIONAL COORDINATION. We 
meet every 2-3 months to coordinate our actions, cam- 
paigns and materials. Every 2 months there is also a 
meeting that takes place inadifferentcity every time, where 
we try to analyze the implications of the antifascist struggle 
and What can be improved and how our campaigns can be 
more effective. Forexample, we have set up tours forbands 
Who support SCALP and that has been organized by the 
individual chapters. The regular meetings also keep you in 
touch with what is going on in the different chapters. 

i PE: Is there anything like a membership? Howis the _ 
local and the national chapter organized? Is it hierarchical 
or collective? 

D: SCALP is not a political party. It is a collective of 
people from different towns who want to work together 
against fascism. We have a basic manifesto type thing 
where we say what our basic aims in the anti-fascist 
struggle are. Anybody who likes what we say and wants to 
be active in this realm can come to the meetings or other 

z activities and participate. There is no membership, no 
leaders. Nobody tells anybody else what they should do: 
everything is decided collectively. When we have the na- 
tional meetings, every SCALP chapter decides for itself 
how many and which activists should go to them. 

PE: Who organizes these meetings? 

D: Inthe past, the chapter of the city that the meeting 


travel very far if there was a meeting in the north and the 
other way around. But we didn't want to centralize things in 
Paris too much, so that’s why every second meeting takes 
place in another town. 

PE: How many people are approximately involved in 
each local chapter? 

D: It varies a lot. In the smaller towns, there might 
only be 10 activists, while in Paris there are a few hundred. 
{tis impossible to give any concrete information because 
there is no membership. 

PE: So what's the emphasis in the activities of 
‘SCALP? ls it direct action or propaganda? What do you do 
on aday-to-day basis? 

D: We produce a newspaper for SCALP activists to 
inform the individual chapters of what is going on. In 
addition, each chapter also has its own propaganda meth- 
ods, like newspapers, radio interviews or whatever. We 
always wanted to have flexible groups because that’s what 
is necessary to combat fascist activities. When we hear of 
afascist rally or demonstration, we try to disrupt it or wreck 
it in some way. The traditional leftist anti-fascist organiza- 





everybody but in my hometown Lille there's lots of punks 
involved in SCALP, but you still have to realize that there's 
alot of different people in SCALP. There are unemployed 
people, university students and lots more. You certainly 
can't say that SCALP is like a punk movement or some- 
thing. 

PE:|wantto get back to what you said about SCALP 
being anti-capitalist and having a more revolutionary out- 
look. | know that France has a halfway decently sized 
Communist Party, so | would have thought that they have 
the monopoly on anti-capitalism. Are there any communists 
in SCALP ors it more of an anarchist organization? 

D: it is really mixed. | couldn't say whether there are 
mote anarchists or communists in SCALP. Basically, ev- 
eryone is united through the threat of fascism and works to 
stopit. We allagreeonthe basic anti-fascistelements ofthe 
SCALP program. It is just a collection of people who want 
to radically work against fascism. 

PE: But aren't there any problems with communists 
trying to run the organizations and install a central commit- 
tee or something like that? 
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tions aretoo much wrapped up in theirhierarchiesto be able 
to make spontaneous decisions to adequately respond to 
these type of situations. They would rather have an endless 
meeting with the party officials giving a couple of speeches 
than confront the fascists on the streets. We also do a lot of 
propaganda work like putting up posters, handing out flyers 
and working together with local journalists and radio sta- 
tions who can present our points of view. 

PE: So you aim primarily at raising public awareness 
about fascism? 
~ __D: Yeah, but that's only one side. The other side is 
direct action. Our aim is to physically contront fascists 
whereverthey gather. We wantto let them know that we will 
be there whenever they try to show themselves in public. 
You are right though that our main concern lies with the 
education of the general public and especially the youth. 
We spend alot of time leafletting in schools and setting up 
benefit gigs for SCALP with alternative bands lbecause we 
thinkthat is agood way to reach 
young people and expose them 
to ourideas. It greatly helps that 
a lot of independent bands in 
France are involved in SCALP 
and that's not only punk bands 
but “indie” bands, too. 

PE: That leads us to the 





D: No, we haven't had 
any problems in that kind of 
direction. | think everyone 
tealizesthatwe have to unite 
to work against fascism and 
leave our petty differences 
behind. 

PE: Why do you think 
that France has suchatright- 
eningly large fascist move- 
ment? Itis the only country in 
Europe where the National 
Front gets 15% of the votes. 
Supposedly, France was a 
revolutionary hotbed, it's 
where the French Revolu- 
tion and the May 1968 revolt 
took place, soit should theo- 
retically be a more leftist ori- 
ented society. 

D: Well, obviously the 
answer is very complex and 
would take up a whole book, 
so! will try to keep it as short 
and compact as possible. 
One ofthe main reasons why 
the National Front became so popular is because the 
Socialist government, which has been in powerin France in 
the last 6 or 7 years, Uses it to divide the other right wing 
parties. This might sound a bit strange, but let me explain. 
Throughout Europe there are usually two parties which take 
turns as heads of govemment, the Conservative Parties 
andthe Social Democratic Parties. In France, there are also 
“healthy” fringe parties like the National Front on the right 
wing and the Communist Party on the left wing. The main 
enemy of the Socialist Party is the Conservative Party 
though. To weaken their strength, they have allowed the 


~ National Front to become:strong, rising to the top onthe» they voteforthemibe 


votes that they took away from the right wing spectrum of 
the Conservative Party. What the Socialist Party basically 
did, was divide the voting potential of the Conservative 
Party. One partis the ultraright wing which decided thatthe 
Conservatives are not tough enough about stopping immi- 
gration and therefore voted for the National Front, and the 
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other part are those conservatives who are against Le Pen 
because he is too extreme forthem. To stop the Conserva- 
tive Party from allying itself with the National Front, they 
vote for the Socialists so that the Conservative Party is 
reminded of its more liberal election potential. It is a very 
clever plan andthe Socialist Party thereby managed to stay 
in office, although the economy is getting worse and there 
have been numerous political scandals. As unbelievable as 
it might sound, the Socialists artificially created a situation 
in which the National Front could grow, just so that they 
could stay in power. And this has created a tremendous 
shiftto the right inthe general political climate. The National 
Front is running a program to stop immigration and bring in 
“law and order” and they are getting the votes, so all the 
other parties have to readjust their programs to similar 
stances. Allthe centralissues in the Jastfewelections, both 
national and local, were centered around immigration and 
law and order politics. Meanwhile, there are lots of eco- 
nomic problems in the country and the easy rhetoric of the 
National Front appeals to some unemployed people and

So although the Socialist Party in reality created the Na- 
tional Front or allowed it to become so popular, their clever 
trick backfired on them, because the National Front is 
starting to even become a threat to the Socialist Party, too.

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“On Saturday, Sept. 12, the fascist organization Blood 8 
Honour is holding a gig "somewhere in London' featuring Nazi 
bands Skrewdriver, No Remorse, Skullhead and Dirlewanger. 
They willbe meeting at 5:30pm at Waterloo Station and making 
off from there. 

“Blood and Honour had never organized a public event in 
London before. Everything they've done has been organized 
through a network of far-right fanzines, record labels and mailing 
lists. Now they've seen the growth of influence of fascist ideas 
over young white working class kids across Europe—and they 
want to seize their chance here. 

“Blood & Honour are linked to the British National Party 
and the British National Socialist Movement, and the gig will be 
a rally for far-right groups in Britain. 

“Skrewdriver's singer lan Stuart believes that "eventually 
there willbe a race war and we have to be strong to win it' (1988 
Sunday People interview). 

“A recent Blood & Honour gig in Herfordshire ended with 
aracistattack on a group of Asian workers. September 12th will 
see more of the same. 

“The last time Skrewdriver attempted to hold an interna- 
tional event was in 1989, the “main event.” Bands from across 
Europe were due to appear, and Europen Nazis were met by 
hundreds of anti-fascists. The beating supporters from Blood & 
Honour received that day set them back for years. 

“Anti-Fascist Action calls on all anti-fascists and anti- 
racists to join us and cause maximum disruption to Blood & 
Honour's plans on the12th of September."—L ondon AFA leaflet 


FIGHTING THE FASCISTS— 


NAZIS AND COPS ALIKE 

September 12, at 4:30pm at Waterloo Station, London, 
found about 500 anti-fascists of a generally non-aligned nature, 
ie.noSWPplacards, etc. Alot of“Naziscum off ourstreets” type 
chanting gave way to “Police protect the Nazis/fascists” as the 
pigs started to clear the station. After some struggles and afew 
arrests the police “evacuated” the whole station and closed it. 
This effectively meant thatthe first objective of the day, to disrupt 
the fascist redirection point, had been accomplished. The rest 
of the day saw lots of antifascists chasing the odd Nazi who 
wasn't being protected by the pigs as well as lots of police 
hassling anti-fascists. Several Nazi skinheads got severe 





beatings including a couple who were left on the ground whim- 
pering “No mercy.” They left in an ambulance. About 200 Nazi 
skinheads were chased around the area until the evening when 
police trapped the majority of the anti-fascists and escorted the 
Nazis away to safety. The gig featuring Skrewdriver took place 
at a pub in Eltham surrounded by police vehicles. 

[Newspapers reported that less than 500 attended the gig, 
heavily guarded by the police, less than half expected by orga- 
nizers Blood & Honour. The newspapers also reported a total of 
16 fascists injured, including seven police officers, and 30 
arrests] 

On the face of it, it was a sucessful day in terms of kicking 
fascists, but there were many failures, missed opportunities and 
a total lack of “togetherness” or solidarity amongst the anti- 
fascists. If a greater sense of unity in action had been in force 
many arrests could have been foiled, police could have been 
given a taste of their own treatment, and ultimately the fascists 
finished. _—Active Wire Service

LA: When we started, we were coming out of the squatting movementin Italy. 
We all had the wish to express ourselves through music. It started out in 
§ 1986, with Lucia, Ali and Bostick. All the others came in later. We added 
additional members as time went by. 

PE: Sohowisthe band setup? Isitlike a collective where everyoneis living 
erected 

LA: Well, froma musical point of view, the individual ideas and opinions are 
considered and discussed and if everyone agrees on it, we use it. So the 
decision is made as a result of a collective process, but we also highly value 
individual input and expression. As for housing, we sorta live GUGA] 
Naples but some people in the band don't even live in the city on a regular 












basis, Anja and Andrea move back and forth between Bremen and Naples. 
A few others live inthe northern part of Italy. We are spread out all over the 
place, 

PE: does the core ofthe band live ina sguat oris it a rented house? 

LA: We live together in a large rented apartment, but we're still involved in 
the squatting movement. 

PE: Since you mentioned it, how did you first get involved with squatting? 
LA: Well, for us it was a way to survive, a possibility for a better life. It was 
also a way to express political protest, We helped set up the first squat in 
AEETI EEE E E TA C LA Unfortunately, you 
can't really live inside it atthis point because it is in such bad shape, very run 
down and falling apart. But we nevertheless use it as a cultural community 
center type thing. Itis one of the few possibilities for us and many others in 
Naples to live an alternative life with as E: a A EE 
possible. A place where we can pursue our interests. 

PE: What kind of activities do you do at the squat? 

LA: Well, we have a bar and a concert hall and we set up gigs and events like 
that. And atthe moment some people are building two additional rooms so 
that it will be possible to have a wider variety of activities in the future. 
PE: You said before that nobody lives in the building. That’s very unusual 
as there are usually at least a few people who live in a squat to make sure that 
there issomebody there all the time. 

LA: No, l meant that it wasn't possible for all of us to live there, but there are 
still a few people who live there and visiting people have a place to stay. 
Some of us used to live there some time ago. 

PE: Astaraslunderstand, thereisguitea bit ofdifference between sguatting 
in Naples and sguatting in some of the northern cities in Italy. 

LA: Yes, the Italian squatting movement started out inthe north where things 
are much more similiartothe situation in Central Europe. They “only” have 
to fight the government to keep their centers, but doing anything alternative 
here is a lot more difficult for us. Naples is in the southern part of Italy and 
froman economic point of viewitcould almost bein the so-called third world. 
Generally speaking, people are very poor. There is no dole or similar social 
benefits. Someone whois poorwillstay poor. The police are quite brutal and 
besides having to face the government, the mafia has a very strong presence 










in the city, which makes things even more difficult. So you don’t only have 
to fear that the cops willevict you but you also have to worry about the mafia 
coming ‘round the squat and, it you're lucky, only shooting you in the leg. 
They have ways to make you leave that even the cops won't use! Living your 
life becomes a constant struggle: So obviously this situation 
doesn't exactly encourage involvement in altemative projects. 
There are just so many obstacles and forcesthat you have tocome 
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upagainst. We were among the first ones who sguattedin Naples. Atthat 
time, there already were many cities in Northern Italy where very strong 
sguatting scenes existed, but Naples was always considered an 
unsuitable city for that type of thing. So we had strong ties 

with this movement even before we set up our sguat in 

Naples. As! said before, the situation in Naples is

things like that. Of course, it’s not just rosesthat blossomfromthe seed. 
There are various problems that result from a collective lilestyle, conflicts of 
personality and things like that. But in general, l'd say that it's a very positive 
experience, 

PE: How would you evaluate the situation in the squatting scene right now? I 
heard that things have really deteriorated in the past years. 

B: Ves, unfortunately thisis true. Ithink the reason for this is that many squats 
were legalized by the government and thereby neutralized. They were notinthe 
immediate struggle for something concrete anymore and lost their place in the 
overall alternative movement. It's a very clever trick which has been used all 
throughout Europe very successfully. The squatters become houseowners and 
therefore don't share the same interests as the other countercultural groups 
and consequently lose the contact to the political reality. In almost every squat 
in Italy there was a problem between the people who were involved because of 


power structures and things like that. It was the exact same things that they 
originally fought against which they now displayed themselves. In addition, it 
has to be said hat there are generally two different groups within the squatting 
movement. The first group are the artists who want to use a squat to be able to 
present music, art or other creative expression because there is no room for 
such things in commercial clubs or galleries. The other group is the political 
activists who wanttousethesguatas abase forthe production and distribution

We 
wanted to have a big three day meeting in Naples and we wanted to go to the 
press and advertise it a bit through them. It would give us an opportunity to let 
people fromall overthe country know what we are doing and give more strength 
tothe sguat. But some people said that we shouldn't go to the press because 
they are the tools of the capitalists and things like that. Maybe that's true, but 
togive yourself limits beforehand is not a good idea in my opinion. It doesn't 
do any good when you try to force a certain situation into your dogmatic rules. 
B: Ithinkwe succeeded in working things out in Naples because we were able 
tolearniromwhatothers had done before. Forexample, Lavinia lived inasguat 
in Amsterdamseven years ago, Andrea squatted in Brixton for awhile and Lucia 
lived in Berlin for some time. We take all these experiences back to Naples and 
use them to our advantage, although | have to admit that we also had many 
problems at our sguat.

PE: | guess it’s safe to say that the two main elements of your music are 
hardcore/thrash and industrial. Are the industrial edges supposed to reflect 
the message itself, seeing as it's really harsh and brutal? 

L: I’mnot quite sure exactly when industrial came into the music, butitwas 
always more of a result of our search fora music style that hasn't been done 
before. It certainly didn't come from the equation “harsh message = harsh 
music.” It just seemed to fit in very well, so we use it. 

PE: Well, lasked because when first heard your demo tape a few years ago, 
I didn't know what your lyrics were about but | sorta instinctively knew what 
you were saying. The music alone communicates a lot to me. 

A: Yeah, there isdefinitely a relation between the lyrics andthe feeling you get 
fromlistening tothe music. | think the first thing to come is either the concept 
or the feeling behind a song, or both. 

PE: Let'stalkabitaboutyourmultimedia approach. Didthat develop naturally 
or did you just decide at a certain point that you wanted to do more than just 
music? 

LA: Well, for me the performance came from my previous involvement in 
acting and the theatre. [thought it would be a good idea to not only present 
music butalso visual performance tocommunicate what we are trying to say. 
I guess it’s also a matter of having a lot to say and words not being enough! 
Andrea would also like to make a book in the future. 

PE: What would the book be about? 

LA: Oh, we don't know yet, but it's good to keep a multimedia approach, 
expand into fields that you haven't worked in before, explore your ability and 
talents. 

PE: The only other bands that! can think of that extensively used multimedia 
are anarcho punk bands like Crass and Chumbawamba. Do you see yourself 
in their tradition? 

L: Notas faraslamconcerned. Ilike Crass but we are not trying to copy them. 
Ithink it's not good to imitate someone; that's not being true to yourself. In 
the past, Iwasn't guite sure in what direction we should go with the band and 
now we have come to the point of using multimedia. It wasn't planned or 
anything, it just feels right.

PE: Let's talk about the lyrics a bit, I noticed that a central theme throughout 
all your records is about freeing yourself from society's norms. 

L: Yes, this is a very important topic for the band, but Itry to steer clear of the 
many clichšs that are often used for this topic. That's why the lyrics aren't 
necessarily very upfront. They certainly come fromthe stomach and not from 
the head, but it's nevertheless very much individualistic, dealing with my own 
experiences and how I feel inside. When | write something, | don't search for 
something which others could necessarily understand. My feelings and the 
urge to express them comes first! 

PE: Therewasa bitofacontroversy aboutthe inner coverof your second Lp. 
One venue in Berlin didn't want to have you play because they said it had 
something to do with sado-masochism. What's your reaction to that? 

L: Uuuhh, this is a really embarassing question because | am the one who is 
on the photo. [don't really want to limit the individual interepretation of it by 
saying that it means only one thing. It can be interpreted in many different 
ways. 

B: One possible interpretation would be the struggle against coercion. The 
attempt to free yourself from the pressures of society. But that’s only one of 
many options. 

PE: But you must have had a specific image and SST in mind when you 
took those photos. 

L: Well, what happened is that me and a friend did a photo session with a 
photographer that we knew. The original idea was to do a particular yoga 
exercise which | have mastered. The pointis to concentrate and transform 
yourself into a state where you can bring your waist to contract so that it has 
the diameter of about 20 cm. It was in the process of this that the photos were 
taken, but we only got to choose among just a few, so we decided in favor of 
theonethatmadeitontothe innercover. Butalthough we generally knew what 
we wanted to do, we also went into the session with the intention of going 
about it with as few preconceived ideas of how we wanted it to turn out as 
possible. Sometimes, we try toturn away from structure and attempt to create 
instinctively, to capture the impression of the moment. That is when artis at 
its most natural, an expression that doesn’t come from the calculating mind 
butfrom unforseeable emotion.

PE: Youalso photograph otherthings besides bands 
and people from the punk scene, so would you liketo 
talk about that a bit? 

C: Well, most I have been working on a personal project. 
lam trying to document the things going on in the Lower 
East Side, where | also live at this point. Itmostly revolves 
around the deterioration of the buildings in this area. | 
have always been attracted by decay; of architecture in 
particular. | think the fascinating aspect of it is to go into 
these old buildings and basically see them fall apart. In 


the resent past, | have been going into the squats in the - 


area and taking pictures, but even when | am not in New 
York, | still have an interest in decay and destruction. 
When | was in California, all | did was walk around in 
alleys. People say I'm interested in all this depressing 
stuff, but for me it's beautiful in a certain way. 

PE: Is your new project also inspired by your political 
consciousness or is it more of an artistic ambition? It 
seems that you use many traditional factors in these 
pictures, like the way the light falls Into the buildings, etc 
C: | think it's definitely a combination of both. As | have 





told you, | have always been attracted to slums and 
decaying neighborhoods; | don’t exactly know why. But 


in the context of my project, there is definitely a political = 


aspect. Ihave thought this thing outand know what Iwant 
todo withit. For example, | never photograph people, it's 
always the ruins that they haveleft behind. I guess ina 
Strange way it totally contrasts the band and the gig 
photos that! also do. | either totally go for the people or 
the buildings. 

PE: When you take photos, do you see yourself asa 
photographer or just somebody fromthe punk scene 
with a camera? 

C: Well, I guess | have to admit that there is a bit ofa 
problem with this whole subject. For example, most 
recently | have been doing a lot of punk related stuff, 
taking pictures at ABC-NO-RIO and doing portraits of 
people from the “scene”. So when | walk around the club 
or whatever I know that | am part of the whole thing, but 
Istill have to distance myself fromit so | can do a good job 
as a photographer. But realistically speaking, | can't 
separate myself from the identity that | have as a partici- 
pantin the scene. Iwill never be able to just go to a show 
and manipulate the people into doing what | want for the 
picture, because that is what most photographers do. | 
prefer to work with the people, instead of taking the usual 
attitude that photographers have and using them for 
whatever you want. In a sense being a photographer is 
a fucked-up position, because all you are supposed to do 
is take pictures. You are not suppose to have any 
connection with the subject matter that you are photo- 
graphing. That's why it's abitdifficult for me because lam 
involved in the punk scene and care about it. 

PE: Well, seeing as you also study photography and will 
be getting a degree and everything, how do you see your 
chances of working in the field without having to give up 
your alternative, DIY ethic? 

C: | am pretty much fucked!!! I would obviously like to 
make a living off photography but | am certainly not going 
tobe able todo thatby taking pictures of punks and bands 
and I don't want to be a mainstream photographer be- 
cause it would totally conflict with my ideals and every- 
thing | stand for. | also have absolutely no interest in 
commercial advertising photography, because it’s a total 
lie and | prefer to deal with reality with my photographs. 
| would much rather do something in the direction of 
documentation, something along a more journalistic ap- 
proach. | hope will be able to find some sort of way to 
make a living without having to compromise my values. 
PE: Let's change the subject a bit here. You are one of 
the few people in the punk scene on.the east coast who 
consistently takes pictures of bands and gets them pub- 


lished and widely available to a large amount of people 
through Slug & Lettuce. Do you see yourself as the Murry 
Bowles of the east coast? 

C: Who's that? | don’t even know who that is! 

PE: Ahhmm, errr... .wellhe’s the guy who always takes 
pictures for MRR and he also did that MRR photozine 
thing, sol figured you would know him because he seems 
tobe the only wellknown punk rock photographer around. 


- C: Nope, never heard of him. I guess I might have seen 


his stuffin MRR, but | never paid special attention to it. . 
. But in any case, | think you would be surprised how 
many people out there take pictures at gigs, the only 
reason nobody knows about it is they don’t get them 
published. The reason why | am a lot more visible is 
because l'm just a consistent type of person. It's sorta 
partof my personality. That's why Slug & Lettuce comes 
out very regularly and gives me the possibility to get my 
pictures seen by alot of people. In addition, | have been 
doing Slug & Lettuce for over 5 years now and through 
this consistency it might seem that I'm the only person 
who dose this type of stuff. But | want to make itperfectly 
clear that | don't do all of this because | desperately want 
recognition or whatever. | think it's fun and interesting— 
and that’s why I do it. 

PE: | find it quite remarkable that you are involved in 
this rather obscure aspect of the punk scene, espe- 
cially because you are a woman in a largely male- 
dominated scene. You often write Chris instead of 
Christine in your address. Doa lotof peoplenaturally 
assume that you are male? a 

C: Actually, that does happen a lot! | have been making 
sure to write Christine in the Slug & Lettuce contact 
address, so that there won't be any misunderstandings, 
but there have been some nevertheless. | always went by 
the name Chris though, | never liked Christine that much 
although | don't mind when people call me that. Itseems 
a bit awkward for me to use the name | don’t really like. 
Buton the other hand Ihave had some pretty embarrass- 
ing incidents, like this pen pal who |had been writing to for 
two years until he figured out | wasn't a guy. I have seen 
the other extreme, too. You should see some of the mail 
I get from prisoners. | am sure they wouldn't send me 
letters like that if | were a guy. It really annoys me, 
because | would prefer to be evaluated by the things that 
Ido and not by what gender I am.

Los 
Crudos set up a practice for us before the 
interview, ran us around their community 
showing us incredible murals and feeding 
us incredible food, I'd like to thank the 
Crudos for sharing so much. Thanks. 
PE: Who and why? 
M: Los Crudos are Martin Sorrondeguy 
and | do vocals, there's Oscar Chavez 
and he plays bass. 
ul: Joel Martinez and | play drums. 
ds: Jose Casas | play guitar. 
M: We started Los Crudos about a year 
ago. It all came together when I ap- 
proached the guys who were already ina 
band and | had this idea of wanting to do 
this Spanish singing punk rock band that 
would talk about the problems that a lot of 
us people were dealing with in these 
neighborhoods and our communities. Just 
toreacha lotof the younger people in our 
neighborhood was the main objective and 
to get a message out about what's going 
on to other people outside of our neigh- 
borhood. They liked the idea, we got 
together and started jamming and ever 
since then we've been doing tons of 
shows. Its been working head on from 
the idea we started out as on that path. 
ul: We sing in all Spanish. 
Js: Most of us growing up Spanish was a 
language that we had at home and stuff. 
It's kind of weird cuz most of us will speak 
with our brothers or other people in our 
family, cuz we were born and raised here 
or some of us just raised here, it's weird 
that even though we're a Latino family - 
there's a stereotype of just Latinos in 
general that you speak Spanish enough 
to write - the thingis we've been stripped, 
well not stripped, just we don't have that 
because of trying to assimilate into the 
world around us which is here Chicago, 
the United States, We speak a lot in 
English, mostly in English. And Spanish 
is justa way of us trying to gain something 
back that we lost and also part of identity 
in general. Getting back that lost identity 
that you had. Thatwhatmakes you - you. 
M: I think in a sense it has been a strip- 
ping. | think in certain situations and for 
certain people it is a stripping because 
when | first started school it was like a 
“you don’tspeak Spanishhere, you're not 
in Mexico anymore or you're notin South 
America anymore” that's what they'd tell 
the kids, you're in America now so you 
speak English. So if you did you'd get 


punished, it's a forceful way of removing 
you from something: 

Ji: think its important that we do sing in 
Spanish because while not all the songs 
deal with issues thatjust address Latinos. 
Some of the songs that do - to be singing 
in English would seem silly because if we 
are addressing issues that are for Latinos 
we should be able to communicate with 
them and that is what we're trying to do. 
This is the language that we've lost be- 
cause of how we were stripped of our 
culture, For us its a way, as Jose said, for 
us to get back something that we've lost. 
M: And to maintain what we have left. 
Js: And try and make other people aware 
thatthey're getting stripped andthey prob- 
ably don't even realize it. 

M: The other thing is that, although a lotof 
our lyrics are targeted at people in our 
communities, the thing is that they canbe 
applied to people from all different places 
fromall over the world or from other coun- 
tries. Whether you come from Poland, 
Germany whatever, wherever. It can be 
applied to that because it doesn't only 
happen to our communities it happens in 
others. And we're just doing it in Spanish 
because that's our background, those are 
where our roots are at. 

Js: Oppression is the same in every lan- 
guage. How many times on the trainwhen 
you've heard someone speaking a differ- 
ent language and people start cracking 
about them, mocking them. 

M: Nowadays, ifsomebody mocks me I'm 
gonna smack them. If people break 
through their ignorance and all these bar- 
tiersstartcoming down that's when people 
getscared, cuz once that communication 
begins and all those barriers get knocked 
down that's when movementreally starts, 
and when that starts they better fucking 
look out because shit's gonna go down, 
and | think there’sso many people thatare 
afraid of that, that's why for years you hear 
politicians talkshitabout*Yes, we're gonna 
eliminate gang problems” are you kid- 
ding? That's the last thing they wanna do 
cuz if they eliminate gangs in this city, 
which they can never do, the day they do 
a lot of these gang members, if they 
actually united, the fucking governmentin 
this city better be careful cuz it would be 
the biggest fucking... 

Jl: Gangs are job security for police. Po- 
lice in this city provide them with guns, 
drugs and turn the other way when they 





see something going down, 
why? cuz-it's job security if 





To those who think Columbus’ and 
other explorers actions were horrible 
but ultimately necessary for human 
progress, consider this quote by Hans 
Koning in his book Columbus: His 

interprise, writes: “For all the gold and 
silver stolen and shipped to Spain did 
not make the Spanish people richer. It 
gave their kings an edge in the balance 
of power for a time, a chance to hire 
more mercenary soldiers for their wars. 
They ended up losing those wars 
anyway, and all that was left was a 
deadly inflation, a starving population, 
the rich richer, the poor poorer, and a 
ruined peasant class.”

Js: And then you got the new 
breed of “minority” people in 
the FBI and CIA and recruit- 
mentinthose non-intelligence 








areas. 

Jl: And I've seen ittoo, really racisttoward 
there own race, race cops. 

M: My mom has told me a phrase it says 
“The person who treats a Latino the worst 
is a Latino himself" and that's just talking 
about inner-racism. They're very good at 
insulting and putting down their own 
people and its true especially when it 
comes to people who have gotten out of 
the neighborhoods and are “better off” in 
asenseofmoney oreconomically, they're 
really good at rubbing itin the faces ofthe 
people who are poor. And as far as that, 
there has been a big recruitmentof Latino 
people into the FBI and CIA and the only 
reason is for them to keep an eye over 
their own fuckin communities, because 
we know. What they're basically doing is 
building a good mask and disguise, and 
what they do is they'll bring those people 
right into our places, you see people sit 
there and have kind oflike this“Oh, you're 
brown skin and this and that.” It's the 
people who are wearing your own fucking 
mask that you gotta be careful of cuz 
they're the people who'll stab:you in the 
fucking back. That's how they've de- 
stroyed a lot of movements like the Black 
Panthers, the AIM movement and a lot of 
movements that have been destroyed by 
people who they thought were their own 
and have tricked on them. That's why you 
can't get too, you know when people get 
alllike“Oh yeah, you're Mexican oh great” 
it just gets to be like this pride on what? 
You know? Don'tthink that the guy stand- 
ing next to you, just because he's from 
where you're from, that he’s gonna be 
your partner. 

JI: It's like the movie “EI Norte” that's the 
sad thing this guy was supposed to be 
helping him out and he beat the shit out of 
him and left him stranded at the border, 
it's like a question of trust | guess. 

M: I've met three people in this neighbor- 
hood, one of them who | was friends with 
since | was a kid, he doesn't have a clue 
to what I'm into or anything these days, 
but he told me that he's gonna be trying 
out for the FBI, but the first thing he has to 
dois learn Spanish alittle better. Why? In 
this neighborhood? Why in. the. United 


“States? In this so anti-cultural country? 


Why? Because there are so many His- 
panic people who have migrated here, 
and so many people to watch over that 
they can't watch, because they don't un- 
derstand. So they recruit people who 
speak the language or can learn it, or can 
pass right into that community. There's 
shit goin' on. We're just a band, we can 
only fuckin sing about stuff and do little 
things on the side. 

Jl: We're not taking any military action, 
trying to invade the White House. 

M: Not yet. But wait. 

Js: The White House would only be a 
symbolic move. 

PE: Why the name "Los Crudos"? 

M: The word Crudo means raw but it's 
also aslang term for being hungover. And 
we kind of take the word for both its 
meanings. Crudos in the sense of being 
hungover. We're kind of like hungover, 
intoxicated, it's justthis overwhelmingness 


$ ofall these problems, these little forms of 


racism, things like that, it's just so over- 


B whelming sometimes that you feel just 


like hungover on it, and it's also raw like 
Crudo, you know non-edible, you can't 
swallowit, you can’ttaste it, we like to use 
it for both it's meanings. It applies very 
well to what we're doing and the form of 
music we're doing itin, and the way we're 
expressing ourselves. 

Jl: Also how society can just keep pump- 
ing intoxicants into our blood stream and 
we're intoxicated but it’s sort of wearing 
off cuz if we can stand up and say “you're 
wrong” then maybe we're over it and we 
can try and help other people over. 

Js: | think a lot of people who are here 
now, whatever background they are, like 
we were talking about, how they come to 
the United States to work or to geta better 
life, everyone in general has there own 
way ofresisting we choose todo itin punk 
rock hardcore because its something 
thatwe feel strongly about, we believe in 
it and that's how we choose to express 
ourselves. And Spanish because we just 
feel like it. 

M: Its a non-accepted thing in the sense 
that we're here in the United States the 
most popular form of punk rock is sung in 
English and there's not many bands that 
sing in different languages and if there 
are we sure as hell don't know about 
them. And thatkind of talks a bit about the 
acceptingness of the punk community or 
the non-acceptingness should | say, of 
not-pushing or exposing more of the bands 





that don't sing in English, | don't think 
there's many thatdo exist. But, thenagain 
we are a band and we do sing in Spanish 
and we here in Chicago have not had 
many problems with people not being 
open to what we're doing, but | know of 
other bands like HUASIPUNGO in New 
York who, from what I've heard, have 
difficult problems because people aren't 
taking them seriously. They're kind of 
being looked atas a novelty. For coming 
fromascene that'ssupposedly very open 
that's very close-minded. We're not this 
cute litte ethnic novelty fuckin band and 
neither is HUASIPUNGO and I know they 
have things to say and we do too, and | 
think we should have alittle more consid- 
eration from people. If you just can't deal 
with it because you're too lazy to read a 
translated lyric sheet then that's you're 
problem and it's you're loss.

Just because someone's singing in a 
different language doesn't mean we're 
not saying anything of importance. It is 
racism in a way. There are people who 
just feel they can'trelate, like | mentioned 


earlier, Well how does it feel for bands 
who pick üp the next American bands 
record over in Japan orin South or Cen- 
tral America or over in Germany and 
there'snotranslations. Those people sure 
as hell make the effort to learn those 
songs, even if its in total English and 
there's no translations. But it seems like 
people here aren'twilling to do that, people 
don't want to make that effort and | think 
a lot of it has to do with the American 
scene and even the English scene being 
extremely dominating out of the punk 


- community as awhole anditis, everyone's 


trying to imitate American sounding bands 
and doing this you know and that. And 
even bands singing in English that come 
from Germany or Italy instead of singing 
in their native language. They know thatif 
it's not in English it might not be taken 
seriously or even accepted in certain 
places especially America. And | think 
thatis a problem, | think certain people in 


the punk community like MRR for in-- 


stance, who has a huge following and a 
large population reading it should stress 
that a little more or talk about that be- 
cause it seems like the message is not 
getting out there it's not clear. | don't 
mean to slag MAR, it's a great zine, it 
covers alotofparts of the world butit's not 
enough. There's still barriers and a lot of 
these barriers happen to be language. 
People don't understand that. 

PE: We were talking earlier about why you 
won't sing about things like animal rights... 
M: Personally I'm a vegetarian, but the 
reason we don't sing about it, the rest of 
the guys aren't vegetarians and | thinkit's 
totally outof context to sing about animal 
rights to people who are too poor to turn 
something away that's given to them. If 
you're very poor and all you have is one 
day peas and peanut butter and jelly then 
that's what you take, if another day you 
have a hamburger you take it. It's not a 
question aboutis this politically corrector 
not, it's a question about surviving. And | 
think it would be kind of ridiculous to sing 
to people whoit's not even in their power 
to make that decision, to eat meat or not. 
That's basically why we don'tstress upon 
those issues andi thinksometimes people 
who are into vegetarianism or certain 
movements or certain litte things and 
People even in the punk community can 
be really insensitive to people who are 
poor, living in poverty. There's a major 
insensitivity going on, especially with ani-

These people 
pay to go see other people blowing other 
peoples heads off. You know what! mean? 
That's whatit's like. They don’tcare about 
positive messages. Hollywood knows that 
but they keep on doing it and those mov- 
ies are box office smashes, they make 
millions of dollars. If they were to make 
movies about positive things, like about 
an artist from our community or about the 
potential we have as a community - that 
wouldn't be a box office smash therefor it 
wouldn't make money. It's kind of lke 
they use this violence because sex anc 
violence sell. So that's what's pushes or 
the people. They make movies ancui 
that. But what they don't show you about 
these movies is the suffering and the pain 
that families and friends have to deal with 
after the loss of somebody they love. We 
wrote the song about that. The song “Sin 
Caras” that we wrote. It means without 
faces. Its basically about people who 
come over to this country to look for'a 
better life. Some people have to come 
here to get work, okay. And they come 
here and they're looking for a better life 
and they don't get recognized because 
they don't have papers, they don't have 
any say or anything.

Both publications try to represent a main- 
stream “spectrum” of ideas from within each re- 
spective “movement” they catered to: Anarchy for 
the Anarchist and Maximum RocknRoll for the 
punks (Maybe MRR should change their name to 
Punky-to fill their role better). 

The two publications are similar in appear- 
ance and strive for the “phone book” effect of 
who's who in the “scene"—or the “Bible syn- 
drome." 

Both publications come outona regular basis 
to keep you updated.on the “scene"—each issue 
a virtual New Testament. 

Both publications have boring and predict- 
able layouts which haven't changed much over 
the past four or five years. 

Both publications have a dominant “editor” 
figure with predictable “editorial responses” 

Both publications have over-tull “letters” sec- 
tions fullofthe sameredundant arguements month: 
after month: Anarchy has “to Love and Rage or 
not to Love and Rage;" Maximum RocknRoll has 
“Straight Edge or not Straight Edge”, etc, whine, 
whine, ete. 

Both publications feature Tegularappearances 
by celebrities where the readers either love them 
orhate them with egual ferocity: Anarchy has Bob 
Black; Maximum RocknRoll has. Mykel Board. 

However, the most important similarity I've 
found between the two is the fact that within each 
magazine has at least one. or two really good 
things burried somewhere within each issue which 
makes it worth reading..

Marcus uses the Sex Pistols and punk asa 
point of departure to bounce around the twentieth 
century, examining a number of dissident avant 
garde artistic and cultural groups. In a rambling, 
disjointed prose he manages to tie together medi- 
eval heresies, dada, punk, lettrisme and his per- 
sonal favorite situationism. | found Marcus's book 
entertaining and interesting but his style of jump- 
ing around from period to period and his rambling 
simile-packed prose hard to follow and annoying. 
Readers who enjoy a somewhat wordy and per- 
sonalized narrative will like this, but for someone 
like me trained by the university system to follow 
trends andehronology itseemed like alotofpages 
Of filler around a core of facts. This book is aimed 
more at middle class adults who are “discovering” 
an “alternative” underground culture which needs 
to be explained to them by a rock critic culture guru 
like Marcus. The section on punk is full of second 
hand inaccuracies and is made obsolete by 
Savage's England's Dreaming but is still pretty 
good at placing punk in the same company with 
several avant garde cultural movements. He fails 
to notice the divide between “art school” punks 
which realized this and street punks who didn't 
care and also fails to mention punk after '76-'78. 
Marcus has a tendency to make several 
unconnected cultural movements look like part of 
a grand, magical situationist scheme. This is still 
a valuable book for the stream of hard data run- 
ning through it, especially on da da. (Felix) 


Amuch better job in 300 fewer pages is done 
by Stuart Home. The Assault On Culture. AK 
Press: Stirling, 1991. Home is in my opinion a 
much better writer with much better analysis. He 
has done more hard research and bases his text 
on a greater body of facts from texts, recordings, 
art catalogues and personal interviews. Home 
works in chronological order from the Lettrist Inter- 
national to Class War. He chronicles the ideas,

aims and actions of a number of groups all caught up in the same “utopian 
current” running beneath mainstream culture. He delves deeper into 
situationism and examines groups such as the Neoists, Fluxists, White 
Panthers, Motherfuckers and others not mentioned by Marcus. He brings to 
his work an anti-authoritarian analysis which is concious of class factors in the 
shaping of culture which Marcus is too blind to see. He does a very good job 
of placing punk in contextwith fringe artand culture groups as wellas realizing 
its political and revolutionary significance. | would highly recommend this 
work to anyone interested in the “unheard music” and unseen art of the late 
twentieth century. (Felix) 


Poll Tax Rebellion by Danny Burns 
AK Press: Stirling, Attack International: London, 1992 

The author Danny Burns was the Secretary of the Avon Federation of 
Anti-Poll Tax Unions and was actively involved in the street level fight against 
the hated “Poll Tax” in Britain, fromits firstintroduction to the Tory government's 
tail-between-their-legs revocation of their regressive law. This bookis a very 
good documentation starting in the early stages of implementation and how 
this taxwas seenas an attack on the whole of the working class in Britain. This 
work clearly illustrates that the Anti-Poll Tax movement was successful 
because of the way the resistance was organized into street-level unions 
where full participation was encouraged, and with all the local unions working 
in solidarity with one another to form one mass resistance movement which 
peaked at over 17 million participants. Danny Burns explores all the 
implications the Poll Tax had on people's lives as wellas very-well document- 
ing the various resistance campaigns and events which culminated in the 
demise of the Poll Tax. The spirit of this book strongly reflects the rebellious 
nature of the Poll Tax Resistance and the success of the movement can be 
probably best be summed up by the closing passage. “Society will not be 
fundamentally changed by attempts to influence the parliamentary process 
(as exemplified by the Labour Party), or by setting up small groupings to be 
the vanguard of the revolution (like Militant and the SWP). The organizations 
which take on the struggle will need to be decentralized and diverse, based 
upon participation not representation. They will need to be founded on a 
Politics of mass-action which has the power not just to protest but to resist 
oppression and create change. The Anti-Poll Tax Movement may have 
become the start of this process, but there is a lot 
more to come.”
